Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his o w n name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or w h o 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll T a x , is guilty o f a misdemeanor, and 
li ible to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fjne ami im­ 
prisonment. 


O n l y those persons under twenty-one or 
over sixty years of age are exempt. 
Poll 
T a x must be paid on demand.
